OBITUARY 
MAJOR-GENERAL B. J. C. 
DORAN 


We regret to announce the death 
of Major-General Beauchamp John 
Colclough Doran, C.B., of Ely 
House, ‘Wexford, which occurred yes- 
terday. ' 

Major-General Doran was eighty- 


clasely associated with the Royal 
Irish Regiment until its disbandment 
in 1922. .He had a distinguished 
military career, and also held the 

ce-time offices of High Sheriff and 

puty-Lieutenant of Co. Wexford. 
He was born in 1860, the eldest son 
of the late General Sir J. Doran, 
K.C.B. Entering the Army at the 
age of twenty, he fener rapid pro- 
motion, becoming Captain in 1887 
and Major in 1 In 1900 he was 
promoted Brevet-Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and at the outbreak of the first 
World War held the rank of 
Brigadier-General. From 1916 to 
1918 he commanded the British Arm 
in the Southern district of Ireland, 
nag became High Sheriff of Wexford

Major-General Doran saw much 
active service. In 1880 he took part 
in the Afghan War, and later served 
with the Nile, Hazara, Miranzai and! 
Tirah Expeditions. In the South 
ar he served from 1899 to 
1902 on the Staff, and later com- 
manded a mobile mounted column.

Libraries 


Librari#s are, MR the last 
institutious of which ordinary people 
think when they hear of an air raid 
over London or Cologne, Leningrad 
or ‘Milan. Still, for some of us 
(writes a correspondent) libraries 
mean a part of our own life, and 
indeed, a most precious part. I 
often wonder when I will again be 
able to take a trip to London to 
work in the” grand central. reading- 
room, or to Paris to look up some 
of the manuscript treasures which 
anshrine so much valuable informa- 
tion on early. Irish history! 

The British Museum Library is, 
of course, the largest library in the 
world. It contains about five million 
books. A considerable part of the 
Berlin State Library, including the 
gigantic readingroom, was destroyed 
two years ago. It used to be second 
in rank, containing about three 
million books. 

Of the libraries of Ireland, 
Trinity College, with almost half a 
million books, ,csanks first. The 
National Library of Ireland follows 
with volumes, while the 
library of Universit College, 
Dublin, has about 75, books.
